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Foreword 


'"THE  painters  of  the  Barbizon  School  of  1830-70  were,  historically 
speaking,  the  forerunners  of  the  Impressionists:  they  were  also  the 
hirst  subjective  French  painters,  or — as  Mr.  Kaines-Smith  has  it — the  first 
Frenchmen  to  treat  painting  as  a  thing  coming  from  within  rather  than 
without,  as  a  means  to  an  end,  and  that  end  the  expression  of  them- 
selves. In  the  studv  of  this  remarkable  mutation  in  viewpoint,  Mr. 
Eli  B.  Springs'  collection  is  of  especial  value  for  its  comprehensive- 
ness. How  was  this  change  reflected  in  the  character  of  French 
painting? 

Under  the  influence  of  Constable,  landscape  painting  came  inevit- 
ably to  the  fore  as  the  most  sincere  expression  of  the  new  poetic 
feeling.  Here  were  no  formal  studio  works,  but  lvrical  amd  intimate 
landscapes,  painted  bv  men  bent  upon  destroving  the  apparatus  of 
heroics  and  frigid  classicism  set  up  by  the  Revolutionarv  followers  of 
David.  Atmosphere  and  tonalitv  took  the  place  of  linear  form  and 
drama  in  subject-matter.  Subtle  contrasts  from  a  refined  palette  built 
up  subjective  portravals  of  the  countrv  in  which  these  men  lived, 
reaching  at  times,  with  painters  like  Corot  and  Daubigny.  a  lyric 
fantasy.  Three  of  the  most  important  examples  of  this  poetic  quality 
of  self-projection  are  Corot's  La  Cbarrette  de  Gris  Number  55  .  the 
Ville  d' Array  Number  57  ,  and  a  view  near  the  bridge  at  Mantes 
_Number  50].  all  from  the  famous  C.  K.  G.  Billings  sale  of  1916.  The 
founder  of  the  school.  Theodore  Rousseau,  is  shown  at  his  best  in  a 
restrained  landscape  of  marvelous  perspective  and  wide  angle,  the 
Bosquet  d'  Arbres  Number  54  ,  also  from  the  Billings  collection.  Dau- 
bigny displavs  his  indebtedness  to  Corot  in  a  freelv  painted  work,  La 
Saulait  Number  56],  shown  at  the  Cent  Chefs-d'Oeuvres  in  1891;  and 
Dupre  the  influence  of  Millet  in  a  picture  Number  51  exhibiting  more 
virility  than  the  strongest  of  his  teacher's  works.  Closelv  related  to 
these  are  characteristic  examples  bv  Diaz,  three  reposeful  cattle  scenes 
by  Troyon.  a  Jacque,  a  peasant  group  by  L'Hermitte  Number  4S".  and 
a  Dutch  landscape  by  their  popular  contemporarv  Willem  Maris. 


Of  the  genre  pictures,  there  are  many  impeccable  achievements  of 
the  Salon  period,  when  draftsmanship  had  again  a  tremendous  vogue. 
One  of  the  most  colorful  of  Isabeys  [Number  39]  shows  his  mastery  of 
technique  and  subtlety  of  execution;  Bouguereau,  founder  and  still  the 
dominant  influence  in  an  extensive  school  of  illustrative  form,  is  well 
represented  in  Number  38;  Gerome,  his  rival,  is  exemplified  in  a  flaunt- 
ing desert  scene.  And  Fromentin,  in  two  landscapes  with  figures  of  Arabs 
[Numbers  and  34]  typifies  the  increasingly  significant  work  of  one 
of  the  most  important  followers  of  Delacroix'  romanticism,  interest- 
ing in  contrast  with  the  lusty  Arabian  and  Wallachian  scenes  [Numbers 
13  and  47]  of  the  German  virtuoso  Adolf  Schreyer.  By  comparison,  the 
contemporary  landscape  work  of  the  Americans  Inness,  Martin,  and 
Murphy  has  a  quality  of  almost  impersonal  tranquillity. 

In  chronological  conclusion  we  find  the  closest  approach  to  the 
palettes  of  Impressionism  in  the  luminous  figure  of  Undiue  [Number  60] 
by  Fantin-Latour.
